50% of the vote. Pilski has been a member of council for 
10 consecutive terms starting in 1965.

Sixteen of the 22 persons polled 
cited the News Review as an im¬ 
portant source of information, 
while about half the people cited 
campaign literature and personal 
contact as being important. Three 
of those polled felt word of 
mouth contributed to their de¬ 
cisions and three said that cable 
broadcasts helped them decide. 

Aside from sheer numbers, the

Anyone announc¬ 
ing a Thursday, Friday or Saturday event should submit 
the notice in time for the previous week's edition, since ma¬ 
ny readers do not receive their papers until Friday.

September, 1935 
50 Years Ago

As the summer of 1935 faded into autumn, progress in new 
town planning seemed to gain momentum In September, a 
number of important events took place which affected the devel¬ 
opment of Greenbelt and other new towns. 

The most important of these was a meeting which took place 
on September 12 at Hyde Park, N-Y. Roosevelt called together 
all the chief administrators of the relief and public works pro¬ 
grams to meet with him and decide on the allocations of money to 
various projects. Included were Harry Hopkins (administrator 
of the Federal Emergency Relief Admin.) Henry Morgenthau 
(Treasury Secretary), Harold Ickes (Interior Secretary), Rex Tug- 
well (Head of the Resettlement Administration) and several 
others . At stake was the nearly five billion dollars appropriated 
by congress. Each participant had his own ideas about how best 
to spend the money. Tugwell had requested approximately $68,- 
000,000 for the new towns program (enough for nine towns at l x /z 
million each), and additional amounts for other facets of the Re¬ 
settlement Admnistration’s operations. Most of the participants 
felt that the unemployment problem needed to be dealt with as 
swiftly as possible, and therefore preferred to channel most of 
the money into projects that did not require as much planning 
and lead-time as Tugwell’s new towns. So instead of the $68 
million requested for new towns, about half that amount, $31 mil¬ 
lion, was allocated — with the implication that the remaining $37 
million might come later. (It didn’t.) 

Even more disturbing were the stipulations attached to the 
allocation — stipulations which ultimately limited the greenbelt 
towns program: all land for the towns had to be purchased and 
construction begun by Dec. 15 (just three months away) and had 
to be competed by June 30 (about nine months away). These 
were obviously impossible conditions. Even though these dead- 
Ines were not strictly adhered to, they did result in a cut-b-ack 
in the scope of the total program. As Joseph Arnold observes in 
his “New Deal in the Suburbs”, “These stipulations — made out 
of the justifiable need of work — greatly complicated, confused, 
and ultimately crippiled the suburban town program,” 

Although the money had been informally set aside for the 
new towns projects, a number of certifications and approvals had 
to be obtained before construction could begin- The first of these 
Was an official allocation by the Treasury Department. On Sep¬ 
tember 23, Roosevelt requested this allocation from Morgantheau, 

Since a prm'ary aim of the programs was to put unemployed 
people to work, it was necessary for the Works Progress Admin¬ 
istration (WPA) to certify that there were sufficient numbers of 
unemployed in each area in which a project was proposed. On 
September 30, the WPA certified the Reltsville (Greenbelt) Pro¬ 
ject; the remaining projects were certified on October 18- 

Because of time and money constraints, it was decided to 
cut the number of new towns from nine to only five — one each 
near Washington, Cincinnati, Milwaukee, New Brunswick (N.J), 
and St. Louis. 

By September, more than 12,000 acres had been purchased 
for the new town near Beltsville. Most of this land was ultimately 
transferred to the Agricultural Research Center. The Resettle¬ 
ment Administration retained 3,371 acres for the constuction of 
Greenbelt. The average price for this land was $166 per acre.

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GHI Manager Shares Copies of a Letter 
On Impact of Community S&L Freeze

The board of directors of 
Greenbeit Homes, Inc., again 
addressed the savings and 
loan crisis and its effects on 
GHI members and the com¬ 
munity. General Manager 
Ron Colton told the board 
that 505 (of the 1600) had 
loans with Community or 
EPIC. Member Lucille Ja¬ 
coby said that she had been 
told just that day (Septem¬ 
ber 19) by the Community 
office she called that the Sa¬ 
vings and Loan would take 
mortgage payments from 
the member’s savings ac¬ 
count if Community holds 
the mortgage. If EPIC holds 
the mortgage, however, Com¬ 
munity would not do so. 

Colton also provided the board 
with copies of letters he had sent 
to State Senator Leo Green and 
to Melville S. Brown, Director of 
the Maryland Deposit Insurance 
Fund Corporation. The letter to 
Green thanked him for his ‘'will¬ 
ingness to become involved in the 
current Savings & Loan crisis.* 
It stated that “We particularly 
appreciate your willingness to 
serve as an advocate with the 
Governor’s office and hope that 
you can assist us in obtaining 
modification of the policies to al¬ 
leviate hardship cases.” Colton 
went on to urge assistance to 
depositors with medical emergen¬ 
cies, or with problems in meeting 
their mortgage / rental obliga¬ 
tions, as well as for those who 
become unemployed. 

The letter noted that “Our con¬ 
versations with you and our dele¬ 
gates indicate that the legislature 
is much more attuned to the needs 
of the citizens than are the staff 
of the Executive Branch.” Col¬ 
ton’s letter also said: “One com¬ 
ment I have repeatedly heard is 
the fact that the owners of Old 
Court and Community are not 
restricted in their withdrawals 
while depositors have their ac¬ 
counts frozen. I would think that 
the inequity exhibited therein 
would be self-evident to the Gov¬ 
ernor, the Attorney General and 
other policy makers.” 

The letter to Brown outlined 
the offer made by the Share Loan 
Service Corporation to buy GHI 
loans held by Community or 
EPIC. The letter pointed out that 
“From the perspective of the 
Maryland Deposit Insurance 
Fund, this offer should he a wel¬ 
come one.” The letter described 
the traditionally close relation¬ 
ship between the Twin Pines Sav¬ 
ings & Loan (before that insti¬ 
tution was forced by the state to 
merge) and residents of Green- 
belt. 

The letter continued: “When 
the crisis developed in May. there 
were no long lines at the Green- 
belt branch because people sup¬ 
ported Governor Hughes’ actions. 
Our residents relied upon his 
pronouncement that funds placed 
in the institutions after the effec¬ 
tive date of the May order would 
not be restricted. His pledge of 
the 'full faith and credit of the 
State of Maryland’ was taken 
literally,” 

Colton said that no direct an¬ 
swer from Brown had been re¬ 
ceived but his appearance at 
Tuesday’s meeting at Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School was due 
to Green’s help in arranging 
the meeting. Colton said that as 


cf October 1 Governor Hughes 
also had not answered a Septem¬ 
ber 5 letter from Board President 
Margaret Hogensen. 

6 Court of Hillside 

Turning their attention to an 
almost equally intractable prob¬ 
lem, the board heard an engi¬ 
neering report on structural 
problems in homes in the 6 Court 
of Hillside. Settling and shear 
movements have induced stress 
cracks in the slabs and walls of 
these homes, according to the 
report to the board. Technical 
Services Chief Jay Freedman re¬ 
ported that Geotechnical Ser¬ 
vices, the most recent firm to try 
to determine the causes of this 
movement, continues to monitor 
the movement and that their 
“readings support the initial ob¬ 
servations that the movements 
are, in large measure, caused by 
water.” Freedman’s report also 
noted that site inspections have 
resulted in tracing paths of water 
flow under crawl spaces and in 
the boiler room. When several 
sections of concrete floor were 
removed, the condition of the soil 
was found to be water-logged 
expansive clay with no stone lay¬ 
er between the soil and concrete. 

The report stated that strain 
gauges have been installed to 
monitor movement of the foot¬ 
ings. A laboratory profile of the 
soils 5’-S’ below the footing will 
also be made. The study will next 
attempt to pinpoint the source of 
the water. Freedman pointed out 
that laboratory examination 
might give some clue to its origin. 

Larger Townhome Rehab 

The hoard adopted for first 
reading a motion to let a contract 
for vinyl siding, replacement win¬ 
dows and patio doors on the lar¬ 
ger townhomes at a cost of some 
$105,000. The board also voted 
to require replacement of sliding 
patio doors except in cases where 
members have recently installed 
new doors that pass GHI inspec¬ 
tion. First reading was also giv¬ 
en to a contract with Geotechni¬ 
cal Services to install “outside 
P’rench drains” in an attempt to 
control water problems in these 
homes. The price was $18,300. 

The board also authorized in¬ 
clusion of an administration fee 
in the rehabilitation budget. Since 
the work being done on the four 
freestanding homes is limited to 
storm or replacement windows, 
these homes would be charged 
only 60% of the fee charged the 
townhomes. The administration 
fee will be made on the basis of 
actual time spent on the rehab 
business by the staff. 

Owner Take-Backs 

The board again wrestled with 
establishing the GHI position in 
regard to owner “take—back” 
loans. Director Wayne Williams 
and Janet Cantwell both ex¬ 
pressed the opinion that GHI 
should neither encourage or dis¬ 
courage this form of financing, 
which during recent high mort¬ 
gage rate periods had been prac¬ 
tically the only source of financ¬ 
ing for new GHI owners. Colton 
made the point that when the 
buyer takes out a mortgage with 
a financial institution and the 
owner takes a note for part of 
the rest of his equity, that note is 
a personal loan to the buyer. He 
went on to say that these loans 
have sometimes in the past been 
represented as a valid second 
trust. In his report to the board 
Colton said, “Once the owner’s 
rights under the Mutual Owner¬ 


ship Contract are assigned to a 
lender, they cannot be assigned 
again to a second lender.” 

The board finally passed a mo¬ 
tion which requires use of a 
standard recognition agreement, 
presentation of standard promis¬ 
sory notes and security agree¬ 
ments and which warns the seller 
that, if he or she elects to take 
back a personal note for a por¬ 
tion of his or her equity, GHI’s 
responsibility in that transaction 
will be limited to providing stan¬ 
dard forms for the notes and re¬ 
cording them in the lien registry. 
Dentist’s Office Extension 

The board approved construc¬ 
tion of a 20’ x 28’ addition to 
Dr. Clayton McCarl’s dental of¬ 
fices at 28 A-B Ridge Road. The 
addition will provide two addi¬ 
tional patient treatment rooms 
and a wheelchair-accessible bath¬ 
room. After some discussion the 
motion passed unanimously. The 
motion also authorized Colton to 
write a letter to the county zon¬ 
ing examiner in support of the 
special exception and to present 
testimony at the hearing. 

Trim Paint 

The board heard sharp criticism 
from Director David Warner of 
the trim paint job now being 
carried out in GHI. Management 
had already sent the contractor 
a letter informing him that the 
work was unsatisfactory. At the 
meeting, Colton agreed to stop 
the contractor from starting any 
more units until repainting work 
was completed on the units al¬ 
ready painted (about 200 units). 
Colton said that no money had 
been paid on the contract. 

The board authorized manage¬ 
ment to install bathroom and 
kitchen exhause fans in any unit 
at the request and expense of 
the member. Such fans, Colton 
said, have proved to help alleviate 
moisture problems in some units. 

At Colton’s recommendation, 
the board directed the staff to 
develop at least three standard 
designs for trash enclosures and 
begin enforcing the rules which 
require trash cans to be concealed 
from view. These rules are cur¬ 
rently enforced on resale and on 
complaint. 

Keene Awarded Plaque 

Long-time GHI member Kath¬ 
erine Keene was awarded a 
plaque by President Hogensen for 
her long and devoted service as 
director and audit committee 
member. 

The budget for conferences was 
declared by Comptroller Don Mc¬ 
Ginn to contain funds to send

dates Pilski and Siegel, were ex¬ 
tremely close in the final tallies. 
Bram received the most votes of 
the four with 53.9 percent, and 
Siegel the least with 49.8 percent 
—a range of only 4.1 percentage 
points and a difference of only 76 
votes. 

The fortunes of seven of the 
eight candidates varied from pre¬ 
cinct to precinct. (See table, 
‘‘Order of Finish by Precincts.”) 
Only one candidate — Curtis — 
stayed in one place in the rank¬ 
ings through all four precincts. 
Of the five winners city-wide, 
only three — Weidenfeld, Bram 
and Isaacs—clearly made it to 
the winners* circle in all four pre¬ 
cincts. Putens achieved seventh 
place in Precinct 6, and tied with 
Pilski for fifth place in Precinct 
3. Siegel made it to third place 
in Precinct 13, while White took 
sixth place in that precinct 

The ratio of votes cast to num¬ 
ber of voters was 4.12, indicat¬ 
ing that “bullet voting*' for only 
one candidate was not a major 
factor in the election. There were 
fourteen write-in votes. Eighty- 
seven persons cast absentee bal¬ 
lots. 

Pilski 

Defeated incumbent Dick Pilski 
had the longest service of any 
councilmember in Greenbelt's his¬ 
tory. His ten conservative terms 
spanned 20 years of often-tur- 
bulent development, two major 
and three minor expansions of the 
city’s boundaries, and significant 
increases in the population. 

Pilski's defeat is the first for 
an elected council incumbent since 
the 1973 election, when Elizabeth 
Maffay was unseated. (Robert 
Zugby was rejected by the voters 
for continued incumbency two 
years ago, but be had been ap¬ 
pointed to fill a council vacancy.) 

In contrast to the 1983 election 
when Pilski was the second or 
third highest vote getter in Pre¬ 
cincts 3, 6 and 8 and the fourth 
highest in Precinct 3* this year 
he received only the fourth high¬ 
est total in Precinct 6, the fifth 
highest vote in Precincts 3 and 8 
and the seventh highest vote in 
Precinct 13. This resulted in ex¬ 
actly 50 percent of the total vote 
for Pilski versus his 66 percent 
in 1983. 

Voter Turnout 

Once again, there was a fairly 
high turnout at the polls, with 
58 percent of those registered 
voting, (See table, “Comparison 
of Votes Cast, 1971 through 
1985.**) However, this figure rep¬ 
resents only 13 percent of the 
estimated 14,000 Greenbelters eli¬ 
gible to register and vote. The 
total number of voters was down 
slightly from the 1983 election. 
All precincts showed decreases in 
the number of voters except 
Greenbelt East Precinct 13), 
where two more residents voted 
than did so two years ago. How¬ 
ever, the population of this pre¬ 
cinct has been enlarged since the 
last election by the annexation 
of Hunting Ridge into the city 
and the construction of Green¬ 
wood Village and new sections of 
Windsor Green/Glen Ora. 

Although there were no divisive 
issues to drive voters to the polls, 
voter interest was aroused by 
four candidates nights, two of 
which were cablecast, by door- 
to-door campaigning and by voter 
solicitation by mail, telephone, 
newspaper advertisements and a 
plethora of signs. In addition, 
citizens had been given an in¬ 
creased opportunity to watch the 
council in action, through the re¬ 
cently begun cablecasting of the 
council meetings.

said, “I relied exclusively on the 
News Review and word of mouth.” 

To Dan Curry of Greenbriar, 
“The write-up in the News Re¬ 
view of the candidates' biographi¬ 
cal sketches was excellent/' 
Several persons spoke of the 
News Review like an old friend. 
Joseph Harpster of Glen Oaks 
said he looked for the News Re¬ 
view “every week to read.” 

Nat Hughes of Boxwood Vil¬ 
lage, a 43-year resident of Green¬ 
belt, cited the News Review as 
an influence, but also credited 
personal knowledge for his voting 
decisions: “I know most of the 
candidates. The things that orig¬ 
inally brought me out are you 
meet the candidates, shake their 
hands; they're accessible.” 

Longevity of residency and po¬ 
litical activism were powerful 
allies in shaping voters' prefer¬ 
ences. Linda Miller of Windsor 
Green said she had been a resi¬ 
dent for eight years, politically 
active and had met a lot of the 
candidates. Eunice Coxon, presi¬ 
dent of the Citizens for Greenbelt. 
said attending city council meet¬ 


ings and a life of political acti¬ 
vism shaped her voting prefer¬ 
ences. 

Dee Allison of Windsor Green 
stated her opinion forcefully: 
“I've been involved in politics. No 
one influences my decision. I know 
all these people. The new ones I 
don't and I usually stick with 
the ones I know.” 

Another important factor in 
voter decision making was can¬ 
didate literature. Jane Kohler of 
Hunting Ridge said her primary 
source of information came 
“mostly through the mail; each 
candidate mailed flyers/' Gwynne 
Blundon of Greenbriar was more 
specific: “Two people I voted for 
on the basis of their campaign 
literature.” 

Though Lori Moran of Boxwood 
said, “I watched the candidates 
night on cable and I enjoyed it 
very much/' cable television was 
not a significant determinant of 
voter opinions. One voter said 
that he had never seen a pro¬ 
gram, that all he got was a roll¬ 
ing list of events when he turned 
it on. Other voters noted that 
they did not have or could not yet 
get cable. 

Last-minute electioneering at 
the polling places also appeared 
ineffective and even detrimental 
in some cases. Jean Smith of 
Ridge Road said, “One of the peo¬ 
ple I decided after I met that 
I would not vote for that per¬ 
son.” And Gwynne Blundon de¬ 
cried the entire practice: “I’m 
from Massachusetts where this 
isn’t allowed. It frightens me.” 

This poll was conducted at the 
North End School and at the 
Greenbriar Community Center. 
For respondents citing several 
informational sources, attention 
was given to those cited as being 
important.

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City Solicitor Zip Nanna 
Is Feted After 18 Years

City solicitor Emmet (“Zip”) Nanna’s 48-year connec¬ 
tion with Greenbelt came to its formal close at a retirement 
dinner September 20 in the Greenbelt American Legion hall. 
“It’s almost 48 years to the day,” Nanna said, “since we 
moved to Greenbelt. We were the 23rd family in town. I 
had to walk all the way from our house on Hillside to A 
block just to meet another boy.” (A block is the top of the 
hill where Crescent and Ridge merge.) 


Not that early history as citi¬ 
zen and resident was being cele¬ 
brated Friday night, but Nanna’s 
18-year tenure as attorney for 
the city—a record that establish¬ 
es him as the city's longest in¬ 
cumbent in that office. In fact, 
prior to his appointment in No¬ 
vember 1967, Nanna had worked 
for the city for about a year 
earlier as a special zoning counr- 
sel, arguing successfully at re¬ 
zoning hearings on parcels 8 and 
15. He had the distinction also of 
being Prince Georges County's 
first full-time Juvenile Judge, 
serving in 1957 and 1958. For 
eight years he held the post of 
city solicitor in Hyattsville. 

A practicing lawyer in Prince 
Georges County since 1954, Nanna 
graduated from the University of 
Maryland, where he was an Eng¬ 
lish major. He received his law 
degree (LLB) from George 
Washington University. 

Following a steak dinner, fin¬ 
ished off with a piece of cake—a 
special creation by Dot Varda in 
the shape of a guitar—city mana¬ 
ger Jim Giese. as master of cere¬ 
monies, tried to characterize the 
guest of honor. He did so by read¬ 
ing through a long list of words 
and phrases which he had culled 
from friends and acquaintances 
of Nanna—a list including such 
terms as “down to earth,” “sleep¬ 
er,” “raconteur," “g o u r m e t," 
“guitar plucker," “farmer," and 
“tennis player,” (Nanna has been 
observed drowsing off during par¬ 
ticularly long and tedious council 
meetings. He is also well known 
for his performances of blue 
grass music on the guitar/ Other 
words in Giese's list recalled 
Nanna's interests in hunting and 
fishing and other outdoor activi¬ 
ties.) 

Greenbelt made it all possible, 
Nanna said. “I enjoyed growing 
up here. It's the most egalitarian 
community I ever saw.” Recalling 
the early days during his boy¬ 
hood, he said that he learned a 
new word, which he saw every¬ 
where. Everything was “coop¬ 
erative." Even the newspaper was 
called The Cooperator. (That was 
the original name of the News 
Review.) 

When World War II broke out, 
Greenibelt's original concept as a 
planned community was lost, 
Nanna said. That was when the 
defense homes were built — the 


frame homes section of GHL “It 
went up in six months,” Nanna 
recalled. During the war years 
there was a command post on 
top of the building where High's 
store is now located, he remem¬ 
bered, where volunteers spotted 
for hostile aircraft. 

“In Greenbelt everybody did it 
together,” Nanna said. “I couldn't 
have chosen a better community 
to grow up in if I'd looked the 
world over.” He particularly 
commended the members of the 
city councils. They always put 
aside politics to do the best for 
the town, he said. 

Members of the city council, 
who hosted the retirement din¬ 
ner, presented Nanna with a gold 
watch and a plaque expressing 
appreciation for his years of ser¬ 
vice. County councilmember Riclv- 
ard Castaldi presented a procla¬ 
mation on behalf of the Prince 
Georges government. 

In making his presentation, 
Castaldi remembered that he and 
Nanna both grew up in Greenbelt. 
Nanna was a “troublemaker,” 
Castaldi said. He is the only one 
who knows all the problems he 
caused, and then tried to solve. 
He became a lawyer, commented 
Castaldi, because that was the 
only job that gave him time to 
hunt and fish. Plenty of both is 
probably in the future for the 
former city solicitor. 

Present to share the spotlight 
were his wife, Janice, and their 
three children, Lauren, Christine, 
and Frank, as well as Nanna's 
mother.

Why Are There 
So Many Acorns?

There’s a big crop of acorns 
this fall and Greenbelt residents 
are finding huge numbers of those 
little oval-shaped nuts in gar¬ 
dens and on sidewalks. All those 
nuts underfoot make walking 
treacherous at times. And the 
plop, plop, plop noises of acorns 
falling sound like stones being 
thrown or dropped from trees. 
They feel like stones, too. 

A spokeswoman at the Nation^ 
al Arboretum says there is a 
huge crop of acorns because the 
weather conditions were just 
right when the oak trees were 
in flower this spring. It was a 
dry spring so the wind-pollinated 
oak flowers had a very good 
chance of being pollinated and 
then the fertilized flowers had a 
good chance of setting and pro¬ 
ducing fruit. 

Although oaks average good 
crops of acorns every 3 or 4 
years, this is the best acorn crop 
in at least five years. Looking 
forward to next fall, next year’s 
crop may be just as heavy since 
some oak trees need two years 
for their acorns to ripen. 

Hayfever sufferers may re¬ 
member that the pollen count 
was extremely high in April, 
which was when some of the oak 
trees were in bloom. Oak flow¬ 
ers are very inconspicious with a 
number of them on one stem and 
several stems together looking 
more like a tassel than a bunch 
of flowers. 

There was a huge crop of crab 
apples this year, too. During the 
last couple of weeks the sidewalk 
along Ridge Road has been cov¬ 
ered with little apples squished 
underfoot. Favorable weather 
conditions last spring probably 
account for them, too.
